But thinking it a great Pity that ſo valu- 
able a Treaſure, as is the foreſaid Compoſi- 
tion, ſhould ly almoſt. quite buried, as it 
were, in the Rubbiſh of Libraries, or Cloſets 
of the Curious, I have been ſeiz'd, I muſt con- 
feſs, with a ſtrong Inclination, theſe ſeveral 
Years by paſt, to vindicate that excellent Pro-

The bare Mention of your Name imme- 
diately conveys, to the Imagination of the 
Reader or Hearer, the Idea of a Perſon moſt 
firmly and inviolably attached to the Inte- 
reſts of Integrity, Innocence and Virtue, 
fraught and ſurcharged, at the ſame Time, 
with an implacable, an inveterate and irre- 
concileable Enmity againſt all Villany, Ro- 
guery and Chicanery, all Injuſtice and Op- 
preſſion, all Fraud, Guile and Diſſimulation. 
Even the Name, and Office of T-------- 
C------- (a Term, as that Office is managed 
by moſt People at preſent, expreſſive of the 
utmoſt. Villany, Ignorance and Scandal) in 
your Perſon diveſts itſelf of its malignant 
Quality, and becomes not only decent and 
innocent, but, changing quite its Nature, 
appears, /ike the Feet of Meſſengers of good 
News on the Mountains, altogether deſireable 
and lovely.

| tically exerciſe? How cuſtomary, I ſay, has 


it been for ſuch imperious Slaves, whoſe 
Duty it is to obey, yet, contrary to all Du- 
ty, to preſume, magiſterially and pragmati- 


cally, to command, thereby, forcibly and 


audaciouſly, tho wickedly at the ſame Time, 


wreſting all Power out of the Hands of 


their Conſtituents, their Maſters, even when 


preſent, and in C---—-- aſſembled? Than 


which Practice, however, notwithſtanding 
tis an infinite Scandal to hear it ſo much 
as once named, nothing is more common at 
this Day, both in great and ſmall T------s, 
to the eternal Shame and Diſgrace, the in- 
delible Reproach and Infamy of their Supe- 
riors. And that Matters are ſo, and neither 
better nor worſe than they have been repre-
